ports, dispositier, of fines amd 
and forfeitures, and penalties. 

The chief sections of the ve- 
hicle registration and certificate 
of title act provide for a staje 
motor vehicle department = or 
division in each state, the 
registration of motor vehicles 
and certificates of title, the con- 
ditions of refusal or cancellation 
of registrations and certificates, 
registration fees, action in case 
of unlawful taking, transfer of. or 
injury to vehicles; and penaltics. 

In the licensing act, the chie€ 
| provisions deal with age limits, 
| license restrictions and examinu-s 
| iton of drivers; duration of licenses, 
| reciprocity between states, suspen. 
| sion and revocation of license, lias 
| bility for public employees, and 
violations and penalties. 

The making of false affidavits 
j}in applications, the committee 
holds, should be punishable as 
other offenses involving perjury 
are punishable.

Average for the eight states 
one automobile for every 4.4 
persons, against one for every 5.7 
persons in the entire United States. 

Commenting on these figuras, 
President Sargent said:— 

“That there is a well defined re- 
lationship between the number of 
persons per car in each state and 
the decline in passenger traffic is 
proved, as in lowa, where the aver- 
age number of persons per motor 
vehicle is 3.7, the number of pas- 
sengers carried in the first ten 
months of 1925 fell off 38.9 per 
cent., while in IHinois, where the 
ratio is one motor vehicle to 
persons, the number of passengers 
_earried, exclusive of commutation, 
fell off only 7 per cent. The 
greater number of cars in relation 
to the population in Iowa, and-the 
rural eharacter of its communities, 
were the principal factors in cre- 
ating this difference.”
